The text of those sections of Title 35. U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in prior Office actions. 

Claim 1-12 and 14-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Inaba et a! US 6074724 in view of Nishimatsu US 4596747 for the reasons of 
record.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/06/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants' claims don't limit the radiation-cured layer to material formed 
exclusively by compounds with molecular weight less than 1000. Further it is not clear 
that the curing results in a cured layer that is materially different from that shown by 
Nishimatsu (747).
